Dear Members, 
T think I have found the person we have been waiting for for a Long time. 
This man makes Running Board Covers that Fit..... I nxepeat that fit Like a 


glove. So far he is making them for 37 and 38 40 series only. He can make them 
for 60-80-90 if someone will send him the Cleaned Metal Boards to use. Each 
series is three inches Longer. I have even heand the 60 series is one rib wider 
dn width. I believe Mr Acuff can handle the other series if one of you will send 
him the metal to work with 

T ondered my covers about a month ago. They were $300.00 fon the pair 
$10.00 shipping. I recieved them in about two weeks. Mr Acugs has told me that 
df this article produces a flood of ondens it may take Longer to fill as this is 
a part time fob. The covers are made out of a Black Vinyl material that Looks 
exactly Like rubber. They will not crack or dry out. When they are installed you 
can't tell them from brand new running boards as the fit is beautiful. Below is 
a briefs stony on the installation.... 


T first had to strip the old rubber off my boards. I used a 30 inch heat Lamp 
pee a Body Shop. They are used to help cure paint in cold weather. Putting the 
eat Lamp about four to six inches from the board it softened the old rubber in 
about five minutes. T then simply scraped the old rubber off with a putty knife. 
After this was completed I covered the Boards for about an hour with paint remover 
to get the remainder of the rubber off. After this was completed they were ready 
to sandblast to clean bare metal and paint. T was now ready to install the covers. 
The one problem 1 had was that unkike rubber, Vinyl does not stretch Like rubber 
and these covers must stretch about one quarter of an inch to pull over the metal. 
To accomplish this it is necessary to heat the covers and then install them. Thats 
the problem... Vinyl does not hold the heat well. By the time you heat one end the 
other has cooked off. The best way is to heat the entine cover at the same time. You 
can do this best in a Window or outside in the sun if you have any. So for us poor 
folk fighting Winter we must find a good sunny window to Lay them in. Oh well.. a 
minor problem considering the result. I used an aerosol all purpose glue by Dupo 
which works fain. At Least it was easy to apply and it seem to be holding fine. I 
don't know if T will have trouble in the hot sun this summer or not. 14 T do T can 
allways ne glue them Later.

An interesting Letter from our first member from Canada, Bob Wand #114 


Dear Dave, 

Congratulations fon undertaking the 37-38 Swap N' Sell News Bulletin. As 
Editon of the McLaughfin Buick Club of Canada's Bi-Monthy magazine, The "Acc- 
eLeraton", I am well aware of what you have taken on. However, I also know it 
45 worth it too. I have enckosed a money order for my membership and a photo of 
my Car. 


Here is a Little of the story on my unusual Buick...... 


In 1937 the Canadian Pacific Raifway purchased this McLaughtin Buick Modee 
4933 (U,S. Modek 90L), eight passenger Limousine and immediately transformed 
dt into a railuay inspection vehicle. Other than the motor and transmission 
the entire running gear was scrapped and replaced with a solid f<nont axke, a 
Fond AA truck rear end, pressure operated sanders,ain brakes,30 inch sLanged 
front wheel ang 34" rear, a cow catcher and a bell. An Air Compressor, driven 
off the front of the motor, was mounted behind the grill with the pressure 
tanks in the thunk. Since the trunk was now full a Large sliding trunk was 
mounted behind. This brought the overall Length to 20' 8". A manually operated 
screw-type jack was mounted in the center to turn around on switch to inter- 
Secting tracks. 


It was originally assigned to Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. In 1948 the engine was 
ne-buikt, the seats re-upholstered in tougher-wearing raifway coach cloth. It 
was then re-assigned to New Brunswick, serving until the early sixties when 
4t was nepkaced by a GMC Suburban with retractable wheels, 


We bought it Last spring. At this moment it has been dismantled in order to do 
a semi-nestonation as a raik-car. After we celebrate 75 years of Mclaughtin 
Buick cans in Canada in 1983 the body will be transferred to a regular auto- 
mobile chassis. 


After all, a Buick is built to be driven-on the road!
